crete building blocks. II. .1. Sam ways 
arid Julo Demars, who engaged in the 
manufacture of this building mater- 
ial on a small scale last summer, have 
found that 
In order to supply the 


demands made of them for the blocks 
that It will bo necessary to enlarge 
their manufacturing capacities. The 
factory will bo located on the South 
Side on land owned by the two gentle- 
men. 
While the exact dimensions of 


tho building are not known we have 
been told that It will be some where 
in the neighborhood of HOxl.'iO feet. 
The plant will probably be two slorles 
In helghth. It will be fully equipped 
with the latest and most sul>stanUaI 
machhlnery necessary for the making 
of concrete blocks and when In full 
operation will give employment to 
several hands. 


Concrete blocks are fast- coming 


Into uso In building throughout the 
country and there Is no doubt but 
that In time this material will be the 
popular substitute for lumber and 
brick. It Is found to be cheaper and 
more durable. There are now In the 
City several residences constructed of 
concrete which have been built dur- 
ing tho last two years. The manu- 
facture of this material bids fair t.o 
be a very profitable Industry.

The state geological survey has Just 
Issued a small bulletin on tho "Rural 
Highways of Wisconsin," written by 
W. O. Ilotchklss. Proper location, 
construction, road machinery, both 
methods of maintaining the common 
country roads, and bridges and cul- 
verts are considered. 


Interesting statements are 
made 


which were collected by the writer 
from over .'1000 sets of questions which 
were sent out to town clerks, farmers 
and rural free delivery carriers. From 
this date it Is very evident that there 
Is an enormous loss to the taxpayer, 
due to the present faulty system un- 
der which poor methods of construc- 
tion and waste are altogether too 
common. The writer very conserva- 
tively estimates this loss at over 81,- 
000,000 a year.

Madison.—A bill In to soon bo In- 


troduced In the legislature, framed In 
many respects llko the law covering 
the payment to towns, cities and vil- 
lages of the tax collected upon street 
car and 
other 
service 
corporation 


property, and which will glvo to each 
city and county a proportion of the 
tax collected upon tho property of the 
railway corporations of tho state. Sen- 
ator Randolph Is framing such a bjll, 
Its purpose bolng to benefit each local- 
ity where tho railways have extensive 
holdings In the nattiro of terminals, 
elevators, warehouses and other prop- 
erty In excess of the right of way ami 
depot grounds. 
Tho bill will differ In 


many essentials from tho measure In- 
troduced two years ago by Senator 
Hudnall. and which was known as the 
railway terminal bill. That measure 
provided for tho separate assessment 
and taxation of the terminal property 
of tho various roads, and a return by 
tho state of the tax so collected to the 
cities wherein tho terminals wero lo- 
cated. Senator Randolph proposes to 
draft n general bill, under tho provi- 
sions of which every town, village and 
city containing railway 
property of 


whatever description will receive a 
proportion of the tax. based upon the 
value of such property In such taxing 
district. 
Tho assessment Is 
to 
bo 


made by the state board, and tho 
proposition of the tax each locality Is 
entitled to Is to ho determined by tho 
board. 


Work In the Assembly. 


Among hills and resolutions Intro- 


duced In the assembly were several 
of unusual Importance. 
One of the 


resolutions puts tho ban of legislative 
disapproval on the growing custom of 
tho entertainment of legislators by 
faculty members or officials of state 
educational, charitable and penal Insti- 
tutions. 
Another resolution provides 


for a constitutional amendment rais- 
ing the school age from four to six 
years. One of tho US bills presented 
provides for tho regulation of tene- 
ment and lodge houses In cities; an- 
other provides for the distribution of 
a largo part of railroad taxes among 
tho counties In which the railroads 
have property, still another limits the 
amount of money that can be spent by 
candidates for public olllce; a fourth 
limits tho number of hours that rail- 
road telegraph operators shall bo re- 
quired to work: a fUth provides that 
the anti-pass law shall not apply to 
notaries public, and a sixth cuts the 
number of registration days for pri- 
mary elections from three to one. 


Stop State Fair Passes.

Is designed to put a stop to tho Issu- 
ing of passes to the state fair, and It 
Is claimed will go a long way to swell- 
ing the receipts so that the legislature 
will not be compelled to make annual 
appropriations for deficits of for help 
to the state fair board.

CAUSE OF AMBASSADOR M'CORMICK'S RETIREMENT. 


Robert S. McCormlck, ambassador at Paris, 


who will loavo the dlplpmatlc service soon, will 
retire because his conduct at St. Petersburg dur- 
ing the Russian-Japanese war mot with tho dis- 
approval of President Roosevelt and not because 
of any activity on his part In marrying Miss Pat- 
terson, his niece, to a Polish nobleman. 


Miss Patterson Is tho daughter of one of tho 


owners of a Chicago newspaper and her marriage 
three years ago to Count Gyzltskl was approved 
by her parents. This match had nothing to do 
with tho retirement of Ambassador McCormlck. 


While stationed at St. Petersburg Ambassador 


McCormlck espoused tho cause of Russia In Its 
war with Japan. During hostilities he was grant- 
ed leave .of absonco and returned to tho United 
States. Upon landing at New York ho found tho 
sympathy of tho country was with Japan. This displeased tho ambassador and 
In an Interview ho reprimanded the American people, who, he declared, wero 
ungrateful In sympathizing with Japan, as Russia was tho friend of tho United 
States and had threatened to send a fleet of warships to tho assistance) of tho 
United States during tho civil war when Great Britain was preparing to assist 
the confederacy. 


This Interview was disapproved by President Roosevelt, who favored the 


Instant dismissal of Ambassador McCormlck. Tho president was Induced, 
however, to allow Mr. McCormlck to remain In tho service, but ho was trans' 
forrod to Parts without being consulted. This action was takon after Secre- 
tary Hay had summoned Ambassador McCormlck to tho department hero and 
administered a severe reprimand. 


Secretary Hay allowed Ambassador McCormlck to remain In tho dlplo 


matlc service for one year. This was extended a year and now a successor 
lias been chosen—Henry White, now ambassador at Rome, who will succeed 
Mr. McCormlck at Paris In March.

down all the reforms proposed at tho 
last, mooting In December, except that 
proposition which sets a uniform date 
lor beginning football practice. 


Tho modifications In existing strin- 


gent athletic rules which were recom- 
mended at 
tho previous conference 


wero as follows: 


1. Fixing a uniform limit for begin- 


ning football practice on September 
20. 


2. Extending tho football playing 


schedule from five to seven games 
for each team. 


3. KHmlitutlng retroactive features 


of the three year eligibility rule so as 
not to affect students who entered col- 
lego previous to September 1, 1900. 


4. Making the three year and other 


rules regarding limit of participation 
In athletics apply only to the major- 
ity of sports—football, baseball and 
track teams. 


The faculty representatives wero 


as follows: C. P. Hutchlns, chairman, 
representing Wisconsin; T. F. Mornn. 
secretary, Purdue; U. G. Woatherly. 
Indiana; C. A. Goodonough, Illinois; 
A. A. Stagg and J. 12. Raycroft, Chi- 
cago; A. G. Smith, Iowa; V. H. Lane. 
Michigan; J. E. Paige. Minnesota; and 
R. U. Wilson. Northwestern. 


The first recommendation, that the 


rule limiting participation In athletics 
to three years In tho aggregate should 
not apply to students who had entered 
conference colleges prior to Septem- 
ber 1. 1906, was voted down—Purdue, 
Northwestern, Wisconsin and 
Min- 


nesota voting against It. 
Each rec- 


ommendation required

two-thlrds 


voto (six) to put It through. 


The second recommendation, allow- 


ing seven football games each season 
Instead of live as at present, met tho 
sumo fate, only Chicago, Michigan and 
Iowa voting In favor for It.
